Reason For Allowance 

4. Claims 1 , 2 and 5-10 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Sakaki et al. (US 6,521,323 B1) teaches an ink jet recoding medium comprising an 
ink receiving layer formed on a plastic base material, wherein the ink receiving layer 
comprises a component (a) such as basic polyaluminum chloride, a component (b) such 
as cationic polymeric substance, and a polyvinyl alcohol binder. Sakaki neither teaches 
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nor suggests that its recording medium exhibits the claimed pH value. The Applicant 
also provided a factual evidence to show that the recording medium of Sakaki does not 
inherently exhibit the claimed pH value. Furthermore, the criticality of keeping the pH 
value within the claimed range has been shown in Tables 1-5 of the current 
specifcation.
